PROGRESS IN AIR SERVICE 
It seems but a year or two ago, but 
really a considerably longer period, that 
the restless, active penchant for rapid 
progress of the United States and then 
representatives in government were com­ 
plaining and chafing because of the back­ 
wardness in aviation. 
They demanded 
an efficient and 
far-reaching 
air 
mail, 
commercial passenger and express lines, 
and an adequate air defense. 
All of 
these desires have been gratified in an 
incredibly short time, so rapid has grown 
the 
science, 
development 
in 
aviation, 
wiiat the land air defense is capable of, 
was demonstrated recently by the recent 
air maneuvers in the east 
and 
middle 
west- 
Commercial aviation has reached 
every corner and the remote points of the 
state and is carrying millions of passen­ 
gers and tons of express and ever increas­ 
ing quantities of mail. 
r.So also can the government find grati­ 
fication in its air mail service and ac­ 
complishments, points out the Columbia 
Tribune. 
The air mail system has in­ 
creased in four years from 8 ,039 to 41,- 
501 miles of airways. Six hundred planes 
operate over the routes, of which 15,258 
nfiles are equipped with lights for night 
flying and with radio and weather sta- 
tfò ns. 
Another 3,221 miles are now being 
equipped. 
I'The air mail system is costing the gov- 
eimment more than $20,000,000 a year to 
equip and operate, of which only a small 
fraction is being returned through the 
sale of air mail postage, but the public 
c6 Unts the money well spent and business 
finds the 
service 
indispensable. 
More­ 
over, there are certain valuable by-pro­ 
ducts from this service. 
The air mail is 
m'aking important contributions to the 
science of aeronautics and to the air de­ 
fense, and the well-equipped government 
air routes are encouraging the inaugura­ 
tion o f commercial passenger and express 
services over these same routes.

WHERE INDIANS CAMPED 
From Columbia Missourian . 
On the banks of the Missouri near 
the confluence of the Lamine, are several 
springs of fine water. 
There is a 30 acre 
fiat above where the springs flow, and 
iicRr this is a grove of pecan trees and 
li large grove of venerable walnut trees. 
A century has passed since the Miller 
family first farmed the land, but traces of 
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the old Indian camp site still remain. 
It 
was a famous place to race ponies and 
barter at the spring ground. 
A hundred 
tepees or half a thousand of them could 
be pitched on level ground. 
Later on, 
the jolly flatboatman tied up at the In­ 
dian camp ground to get water at the 
springs. 
It is easy to reconstruct the picture. At 
water, a truce existed. 
Indians paddled 
down the river in canoes, or came over­ 
land on horseback, moving from the west- 
ern part of Missouri to the French trad­ 
ing posts at St. Louis. 
Here was a place 
to break the journey. 
There is an occa­ 
sional reference to the spot in old letters- 
To this day, an arrow point or stone 
tomahawk can 
be 
picked 
up on the 
ground near the springs. 
Several Indian 
mounds close by, show that it was a fa­ 
vorite burial spot. 
And today the corn is more than shoul­ 
der-high. 
It is rich land and has yielded 
50 to 7 5 bushels of corn to the acre, time 
out of mind.

“ There is a long black 
beetle, 
about % of an inch long that is de­ 
vouring my Clematis. 
Is there any­ 
thing that can be done to get rid 
of these beetles?” 
If you will use arsenate of lead 
and spray it on the plants, 
you 
can get rid of them. They apim.rent> 
ly leave, as we have never found 
any dead ones, after spraying with 
arsenate of lead. If you don’t want 
to discolor your plants with arsen­ 
ate of lead and that means leave 
them 
white, 
you 
can 
use 
Paris 
Green. 
This is a green powdei 
composed of lead and copper, both 
poisonious to insects: If you, use 
arsenate of lead, it is safe to put a 
tablespoonful of arsenate o f lead 
to a gallon of water, and spray it 
on well. Rain will wash it off. The 
beetles will sometimes stay on tha 
plants for several hours after they 
are 
sprayed. 
If 
you 
use 
Paris 
Green, a half teaspoonful to tha 
gallon 
of water 
is 
quite strong 
enough. 
Paris Green will bum the 
foliage if you get it much stronger 
than that.

Shortly after bein g n otified yes­ 
terday morn in g of his suspen sion , 
McGraw learn ed that Heydler was 
in St. Louis, wen t to Sportsman ’s 
Park an d awaited the league chief 
n ear the press gate.
